The Imperial Cabinet has accepted 
the resignation of Tang Shao Yi, who 
was sent to Shanghai as the represen- 
tative of Premier Yuan Shi Kai and 
the Imperialists at the peace confer-

both parties there. The Government 
has also telegraphed to Wu Ting Fang, 
the leader of the revolutionaries at 
the peace conference, stating that in 
future it will negotiate telographical- 
i The Government is of the opinion 
at Tang Shao Yi went beyond his 
instructions when he signed the 
ment as to the calling of the national 
convention to decide on the future 
form of government of China with Fu 
Ting Fang. 

The Premier adheres to two points 
of his original suggestion regarding 
the national convention, namely, that 
ke insists on the proger selection of 
delogates to the national assembly and 
also that its gathering place shal] be 
Pekin. . 

Premier Yuan Shi Kai again offered 
his resignation yesterday morning, 
but it was not accepted.

A UNIQUE BRIDGE. 


How B. C. Indians Solved an Engh 
neering Problem. 

Some interesting examples of Indian 
ingenuity aro afforded on the River 
Skeena, and its tributaries in North 
British Columbia.

“The republic, confiding in Tang 
Shao  Yi'a credentials, continued 
friendly negotiations until they were 
broken off by the action of the Man- 
chu Governmont. Tang Shao Yi in 
tefraining from making counter-pro- 
posals said that he ulesced in the 
reasons, which justified the ostablish- 
ment of a republic in the interests 
of a peaceful settlement.” 

Wu Ting Fang expresses surprise 
and regret at Yuan Shi Kai's long 
delay in referring the form of: gov- 
ernment to a national convention. 
Reviewing recent events, he accuses 
Yuan Shi Kai of trying to render 
abortive ‘the agreements already sign- 
ed by Tank Shao Yi, thus jeopardix- 
ing all chances of arriving at the 
substantial peace desired by the pow- 
ers. 

“Therefore,” continues Secretary 
Wu, “it is with extreme regret that 
the republicab government is com- 
pelled ‘to say that the prospects for 
peace have n wilfully nullified by 
the Manchu Government, upon whose 
shouldera will rest full reaponsibility 
for a longer period of disturbing inde- 
cision, possibly the resumption of hos- 
tilities. 

Secretary Wu asks that his repre- 
sentations be submitted to the respeo- 
tive Governments. 

The identical note from the foreign 

wers was to both Tang Shao 

i, the representative of Promier 
Yuan Shi Ksi and to Wu Ting Fang, 
representing the republicans. The 
note did not go much further than to 
express the good-will of the Govern- 
ments represented and hope that 
the peace conference would result in 
bringing the revolution to a close. 

Premiership Abolished. 

Nanking, Jan. 5.—President Sun 
Yat Sen has received a letter from 
Yuan Shi Kai, insisting that the en- 
tire peers be permitted to decide up- 
on the form of Government for China, 
and thanking Sun Yat 8en for his of- 
fer of the presidency. The first Cabi- 
net meeting will be held to-day. The 
position of Premier has been abolish- 
ed. President Sun admits that the sit- 
uation is delicate, but is hopeful that 
Yuan Shi Kai ;will-avoid the terrible 
bloodshed which. must follow fho re.

Tragle Incident of the Forest Fires o + 
: 1910 In tdaho, 

Overton WV. Price. vice president of 
the National- Conservation association, 
In: bis book “The/Land We Live In” 
tells ‘this story “of .a. heroic . forest 
Tanger: 

“The summer of 1910 by reason of 
great. drought and unusually bigh 
winds was the worst for forest fires 
that the west has erer known. la 
Montana, Idaho and Oregon the dan 
ger was greatest. i 
““On the Coeur d'Alene national for- 
est, in northern Idaho, Ranger Pulaski 
bad under bim forty.men, who after 
many bours of hard work had got f 
big fire practically under control. Bud- 
denly the wind strengthened until it 
blew a gale. It immediately became a 
question of ‘saving the lives of the 
men. The fre fighters were in a deer 
forest many miles from a railroad and 
far from any clearing. 

“Pulaski remembered that within a 
walle of where they were working there 
was an nbandoned mine shaft running 
back about forty. feet into the hillside, 
Be rushed ‘higimen to the shaft as 
quickly es possible and told them as 
they passed. through their camp to 
catch up their blankets as they ran, 
The sbaft reached, f’ularki burried his 
men Into it and. packed Ike sardines, 
they Giled it up Pulask! placed bim- 
self at the opening, acroas which be 
stretched a blanket 

“Within a few minutes after the 
men were [np the shaft the Ore came. 
The blanket at the opening caught, 
and Pulaski jerked It away and bung 
up. another, which caught in {ta turn. 
The blanket caught again and again, 
and each time Pulask! replaced it un- 
til toward the last he beld the blanket 
across the opening with bin bare 
hands. me 

“The shaft grew-botter and hotter, 
and the smoke and fomes frew thick- 
er and thicker unti] the men's suffer 
ingr were almost beyond buman en- 
durance.

Montreal, Jan. 9.—The Manument 
National, the scene of former triumphs 
of Sir Wilfrid: Laurier, was crowded 
last night, and for an hour and a halt 
he evoked enthusiasm, asserting that 
he was in no way embittered by the 
defeat of last autumn, that he accept 
ed it as the will of the peo le. and 
that. he only assumed the lead of the 
Opposition -at the urgent request of 
friends. Once again the former, Pre- 
mier reiterated hia adherence to the 
old program of Liberaliam, which he 
declared to stand.for the prosperity 
that marked the past fifteen yoara 
snd once more he stated that he was 
neither Imperialist nor Nationalist, 
but simply Canadian.,  ~ 

The Government came in for some 
criticism, though, chiefly in relation 
to the Nationalists, and the speaker 
spent a good deal of his energy 
hitting at Mr. Bourassa and R 
Monk, and the latter’s position in re- 
gard to the navy. 

The meeting, under the Association 
of Young Liberals, was presided over 
by Victor Beique, and on the platform 
with Sir Wilfrid were several of his 
late Ministers, including Hon. Sydney 
Fisher, George Graham, William Mac- 
kenzie King, also Messrs. Mederic 
Martin. R. W. Bickerdike, D. Lafor- 
tune, Roch Lanctot, Charles Marcil, 
M.P., Leon Garnou, L. Gauthier, 
M.P., Oscar Gladu, Victor Geoffron. 
ex-whip; Severin Letourneau, Ralph 
Smith, M.P., Charles Murphy and 
others. 

Hon. W. L. Mackentie King touch-

In ‘addition to larceny McNamara 
is charged with dynamiting the bank’s 
tafe and binding and gagging a Chi- 
nese watchman ¢mployed by the in-, 
stitution.

For nearly fifteen years. the police 
assert, McNamara has n known 
to the police of this country.

Ottawa, Jan. 11.—Parliament got 
down to business with a rush when it 
met yesterday alternoon after the 
Christmas adjournment. 

“The estimates for the fiscal year 
‘ending March 31, 1913, were laid on 
the table and the House indu in 
a debate on the advisability, of pur- 
chasing branch lines as feeders for tho 
Intercolonial, the question — being 
brought up by a resolution of Hon. 
H. R. Emmerson, Hon. Frank Coch- 
rane, intimated that the Government 
favored the suggestion. 

Alfred Thompson, the new Conser- 
vative member for the Yukon waa 
introduced and took his seat. 

Sir Wilfrid Laurier asked if a writ 
had been issued for an election to fill 
the vacancy in South Renfrew. The 
Premier replied that the matter was 
under. consideration. 

Sir Wilfrid took exception to a me- 
morial presented to the Government 
under date of Nov. 24, 1911, criticizing 
the work of the Ottawa Improvement 
C.mmission. It was not accurate, he 
said, to say that the commission had 
prconscee in a haphazard way. They 

ad done a good work, in which not 
only the citizens of Ottawa, but of all 

Canada could take pride. 

Mr. Borden stat 
ial in question dealt not only with the 
work of the commission, but with the 
sites for new Government buildings, 
etc., as well. In a matter of this kind 
there had been the widest co-opera- 
tion between: the commission, the 
Government and the city authorities. 

The motion of' Hon. Wm. Pugsley 
for papers in connection with the ap- 
pointment of boundatg waters com- 
missioners and eee between 
the Governor-General and the British 
ambassador at Washington or the 
British Government on -the subject 
stirred up the Premier to enquire whe- 
ther the late Government dealt with 
the Home Government through the 
ambassador at Washington. He did 
not see why a recommendation to the 
Imperial authorities should not go 
through the regular channels. 

H. R. Emmerson 
following resolution: “That, in the 
opinion of this House, it is desirable 
in furtherance of the transportation 
interests of this Dominion that the 
sphere of influence of the Intercolonial 

lway as a Government operated

It is even possible for the hu- 
man mechanism to perform external 
work without taking food at’ ail, the 
worl being done at the expense of 
he bodily tissue. This is the case 
especially in tests of endurance where 
the extra energy is drawn from the 
animal eells.

Those who have climbed tall spruce 
trees in Canada, for observations «1 
the surrounding country have often 
noticed bunches of cones lodged 
where, if started off a second time, 
they would be certain to catch again 
in the thick branches before reachinz 
the ground. The squirrels seem ta 
understand the situation perfect!y 
and leave such branches to their fate. 
The chickaree, having thrown down 
8 sufficient quantity for a few days’ 
use, proceeds to carry them to his 
favorite feeding place near by. He 
peels off the scales in succession and 
nibbles out the sceds with great ra- 
pidity.

are to be decreased one-tenth annual- 
: until 1917, when they cease entirely. 

owever, importations from India are 
to stop at such earlier date as China 
may wholly suppress the production 
of native opium. 

The Imperia] and provincia] author- 
ities of China have labored earneatly 
and unremittingly, through edicts 
Ttegulation, punishment, registration, 
degradation and prohibitory taxation 
to utterly destroy the growtl, produc- 
tion, importation and use of the cae 
and now declare that the reform will 
be complete by 1912.

The malic acid of ripe apples, either 
raw or cooked, will neutralize an 
excess of chalky matter engende' 
by eating too much meat. It is also a 
fact that such fresh fruits as the 
apple, the pear and the plum when 

en ripe and without sugar dimin- 
ish acidity in the stomach rather thao 
rovoke it.

After the Phoenicians the Cartha- 
ginians ‘had the rule of the country 
til the Carthaginian Empire was 
overthrown by the Romans at the 
battle of Zama. It was under the 
Roman dominion that Tripolitania— 
this was the name of the colony— 
saw its best days.

The Emperor’ Septimius Severus

Machine Made Giass. 

For a jong time It was thought impos- 
alble that window glass could be made 
by a mechanical process, but the inge- 
nulty of American manufacturers orer- 
came al) obstacles, and this kind of 
gluss ts now mado, in all sizes and 
thicknesses, by an improved process. 
Such glass cannot be manufactared by 
pressure, because the surfaces thus 
preduced ure imperfectly transparent. 
The method of allowing the molten 
glass to fall through a carro slit was 
also tried witbout success, for the sur- 
faces became striated. The process of 
drawing by lifting the molten glass tn 
sheets was finally adopted. But this 
required many ingenious derices to. 
prevent the glass from contracting into 
colamner or cylindrical forms.’ All 
these difficulties hare now been over 
come, so that it is no jonger necessary 
to produce transparens sheets of glass 
solely by the old blowing methods — 
Harper's.

New Trfbunal to Examine Into Cus- 
toms Dutles Is to Have Three Mem- 
bers With the Authority of Judges 
to Hold Inquiries into Cost of 
Production at Home and 
Abroad—Chairman Gets $7,500.

Historic Spot tm Hallfax. 

The honor of having the first print 
ing press and of having published the 
firat newspaper in Canada belongs to 
Halifax, Nova Scotia. The site was. - 
marked on Tuesday, Oct. 10, by 
suitable aluminium tablet erected by. 
the Nova Scotia Historicol Socicty., 
The ceremony made an interesting 


function. The president, Ven. Arch- 
deacon Armitage, presided, and his 
Worship Mayor isholm unveiled: 


the tablet. The inscription is as fol- 
lows: : 

“The site of the first printing press, 
in Canada, established by Bartholo-: 
mew Green, jr., 1751, and, of’ John; 
Bushel’s press, where The Halifax 
Gazette, the first newspaper in Can 
ada, was published, 1753.—Nova 
tia Historical Society.” 

Excellent addresses of an historical, 
nature were given by James S. Mac- 
donald, D. R. Jack of St. John, N.B., 
and J. W. Regan. z 

The tablet is made of aluminiam. 
It was designed by Mr. Andrew R. 
Cobb, the architect of the memorial 
tower. It was first carved in mahog- 
any, by Mrs. Herbert Bryant, and 
then cast by Messrs. Hillis & Sons, 
The white metal is very effective, and 
the material is such that it will stand 
all the atmospheric changes of the 
Nova Scotia climate. The inscription 
is the work of Archdeacon Armitage.—

Duke Spends a Busy Eieht Heures In 
Washington. 

Washington, Jan. 26.—The Duke of 
Connaygzht went the American “pace” 
in his visit to the uationat capital 
yesterday. Arriving late in the efter. 
nogn, he was whirlod first to the’ Brit- 
ish embassy, spent 40 minutes in the 
Whito House, where he was raceived 
by President and Mrs- Tait, was then 
motored back to the embassy, where 
he was tho guest of honor at a dinner, 
so which most of the prominent mem- 
bers of the diplomatic corps were in- 
vited, visited the National! Press Club, 
and then, tired, but “delighted,” as 
he expressed it, sought his private 
car, He left about midnight for New 
York. 

The duke, the first royal visitor to 
Washington in many: years, spent 40 
minutes in the White House and 
President Taft returned his call at 
the British embassy. 

_Altoxether the chief executive of the 
United States and -his vice-regal visi- 
tor .were together for a little more 
than an horr. The duke had no offi- 
cial messnce te boar from Encland 
and the President had none te give. 
Their conversation was of the most 
general character and the only formal 
welcome to His Royal Highness was 
that extended to him when he left his 
private car at the Union Station, 
Major A. W. Rutt, Proaitent Taft's 
personal aide. The Union Station 
was well filled with «pectators. Three 
White House automobiles were wait- 
ing, and the visitor and the aides and 
embassy attac’ were taken immed. 
iately to the embassy. From the em- 
bassy to the White House and back 
four troops of cavelry, an unusually 
large number, 1 an escort of 
honor. Thov people crowded 
around’ the White House grounds te 
watch the duke as he passed in, but 
he rode in a closed automobile -and 
they were disappointed. A dozen extra 
policemen kept the crowd outside the 
gates, 

Mr. James Bryce, First Assistant 
Secretary of State Huntingdon Wil- 
son, and Second Assistant Secretary 
Adee were the only guests outside 
the Cabinet. The duke’s aide, Col, 
Lowther, who came with hin fron 
New York, and the staff of the Brit- 
ish embassy, were presented to Mr 
Tait. Following the formal reception 
tea was served in the red room of the 
White House by Misa Helen Taft. 

The duke chatted with all the Pres- 
ident’s cuests, but spent much of his 
time talking with Mr. Taft and Sec- 
retary of State Knox.

€DITORIAL COMMENT. 


DEAR BREAD AND BAD. FARMING. 3 


_Germany’s recent elections have shown the 
dissatisfaction of the people in the manufacturing 
centers with the high tariff on foodstuffs main- 
tained for the benefit of the great land owners of 
the empire. The bad farming methods’ of these 
landowners inspire them to get artificially high 
Z prices for their harvest at the expense of the © 
ae people of the cities. By making food dear for their 

benefit the goverment saves the land owners from 
having to adopt efficient methods of producing 
crops. © : 

In a recent issue of the London Times a cor- 
respondent tells of the operations on the larger 
farms in western Canada. He relates how the 
Canadian Wheatlands company. during last Aug- 
ust broke 9,000 acres of prairie with gang plows 
drawn by steam and gasoline engines, an average 
of 360 acres foreach working day. On another 
farm wheat was harvested last year by 4 reapers, 
each cutting an eighty foot swath, the four being 
drawn by one gasoline engine. 

On great farms in our what growing west may be 
seen not only drawn by steam or gasoline en- 
gines, but reapers with thrashing attachments. 
by these combined machines the grain .is cut and 
carried on belts to attached thrasher, where it is 
thrashed and the sacks of wheat are lifted mech- 
anically into vans. In other words, the grain is 
sacked and otherwise made ready for market by 
the same machine that cuts the standing wheat. 
Three or four men cut, thrash and haul fifty acres 











: of wheat in a day. 
fe Contrast this marvelous productive efficiency with 
Pe perhaps the most inefficient wheat farming in the 


civilized world, that of Germany. In Prussia the 
land is owned in enormous tracts similar to thase 
% that characterize our own west. One may ride for 
rs ¥ “half an hour on a train in Prussia without seeing 
S a house. Then orie is likely to come upon a cluster 
of tenant houses. The workpeople walk each 
morning from these houses out to their toil in the 
little fields, sometimes miles away. The wheat 
patches are of five or six- acres, these being in- 
terspersed with other crops. 

When harvesting time comes men go to the 
fields with scythes, and often with sickles. While 
they cut the grain by hand, women and girls bind 
it into sheaves and carry iton their backs or in 
wheelbarrows to a road, when it is placed on the 
backs of donkeys or loaded into carts to be drawn 
to the stacking place, sometimes a mile away. 
i The whole family of the tenant takes a week to 
GS cut, carry and stack five acres of wheat. When 

the tenant has no family he hires women and 

children to help; or harvesting companies employ 

bands of women and children and march them 
“ through the country harvesting in this primitive 
By fashion. These companies will furnish harvest- 
“ers for one mark: (23.8 cents) a day for women 
and much less for children. They pay the actual 
i , workers 25 percent less than they receive for the 
ee contract labor. 

The agrarian party in Germany has made 
this sort of farming possible by causing an en- 
ormous protective fariff tobe placed on wheat. _ 
Agriculture is the most highly protected industry - 
in Germany and the most absurdly backward and 
inefficient, showing the least signs of improve- 
ment. Wheat growing pays the lowest wages, 
is guilty of the most flagrant abuses of woman 
and child labor. Thus in Germany as elsewhere 
one finds that a protective tariff may be carried to 
the point of destroying industrial efficiency.

An Effective 
One of the shortest but most effec- 
tive speeches ever made in the House 
of Commons was the result of the 
speaker breaking down in his maiden 
speech. Lord Ashley, who sat in the 
Chmmtncni in 1695, before he succeeded 
his father as Earl of Shafesbury, was 
a stanch supporter of a bill to grant 
the services of counsel to prisovers 
tried for high treason. When he rose 
to speak he found himself dumb. The 
House cheered him as a new member, 
and by a desperate effort he uttered 
one sentence. “Il, air,” said he, “Lf, 
who now rise only to give my opinion 
«m the bill, am so confounded that 
1 am unable to express what I pro- 
to say, what must the condi: 
tion of that man be who, without an 
assistance, is pleading for his life?” 
He sat down, having convinced his 
audience. 


His Way of Spelling It.
